Killing a Man in Sao Francisco in

Bacon was rather harsh 
in his treatment of Chalfant and other den- 
tists who used the patent, and Chalfant 
claimed that in an altercation he shot Bacon 
to protect his own life. He was convicted 
of manslaughter, for which he was sentenced 
to ten years’ imprisonment.

LIFE—FORMERLY A PREACHER. 

William Marwoot was born in Ganleeby. 
England, a few miles from Horn Castle. 
From his youth he was an ardent reader, 
and some years ago was a Wesleyan preach- 
er. He was looked up to by the lower classes 
as a mam of learning; they called him the 
“Counsel.” He started a small shoe-shop 


joining the churchyard. His neighborhood 
was known as the hangman's corner.“ He 
was soon placed in effigy in Mme. Tussand's 
wax exhibition, owing to the no- 
toriety he had gained. His appearance 
was quite at variance with his 
profession. He was in stature about five fee- 

ht inches, always dressed well, and looked 
to be a well-to-do tradesman, He had dark, 
rest loss eyes, and a beetling brow, a high and 
expansive forehead. It was Marwood’s cust 
tom to always carry & supply of cards on 
which was neatly printed: “William Mar- 
wood, Public Exeeutioner, Horn Castle.“ In 
this way he advertised himself and his cheer 
ful occupation. For many yeats Marwood 
was the assistant to Caleraft, public execu- 
tioner, and succeeded that individual some 
twerity years ago. W hen notetigaged hanging 
her Majesty’s criminals he worked at the 
shoemaking trade at Horn Castle. He did a 
dashing business in selling “ leather laces” 
to people who had a morbid curiosity to see 
the hangman, and who visited his shoeshop 
tor that purpose. Marwood thought he was 
A great man, and Was proud of the fact that 
he hung all the criminals. He was always 
willing that the publie should know who he 
was, and he joked and lauched with stran- 
gers about his different executions. Once he 
met a fellow with a bad cold who asked him 
if he knew of anything that would cure it. 
„es.“ said Marwood, “one of my drops is 
sure cure.” 

DEVOTED TO RIS PROFESSION. 

He was devoted to his profession and loved 
to talk of the artistic manner in which he 
shuffled off his victims. He has frequently 
been heard to say: Hi never makes a botch 
of my work; when Hi lets the chap drop 
des done for, and don’t make no fuss by 
kickin’ and strugglin’. l’se always civil with 
the poor devils as can’t help themselves, and 
the neater the job the better he’s satisfied.” 
When on his way to hang any one Mar- 
wood always carried a little leather handbag, 
in which were the rope, black cap, and other 


AN OBJECT OF DREAD. 

Many stories are told about Marwood in 
the North of England, and so great was the 
dread of him that he Was often refused per- 
mission to hotels by superstitious proprie- 
tors. When hangings are numerous the pro- 
fessional hangman makes a good deal of 
money. He gets $50 for every mah and $75 
for every woman he swings into eternity. 
It is estimated that Marwood had stretched 
at a rope's end between 350 and 400 persons 
since he took charge of this department of | 
her Majesty’s service.

HIs EXECUTIONS, 
The first execution he assisted at was that 
of one Mr. Horry, who had killed his wife.

HIS LECTURE. 

Marwood was announced some time ago in 
London to give his great lecture on The 
Times,” and about 600 people assembled to 
listen to him. The great lecture proved to 
be avery small one, After some rambling 
talk on the Bible, the Irish question, the 
Queen, and the election, in the course of 
which he repeated himself again and again, 
Marwood abruptly sat down, being, as the 
Chairman said, a very nervous man. In 
the course of the seventeen minutes, during 
which he spoke Marwood surveyed man- 
kind from Chinato Peru. Commencing with 
a religieus exhortation, he reminded his 
hearers that the wheel of time was constant- 
ly casting people off into eternity; where- 
upon a man shouted: *‘ And so is thy rope.” 
Ultimately the audience became clamorous, 
as Marwood, after a second attempt to go 
on, sat down in despair. They shouted that 
they had been sold and cheated, and loudly 
demanded their money back. Apparently 
most of them had come expecting to hear 
something of Marwood’s professional ex- 
perience, which the Chairman said it was 
impossible for him to give, Beyond all 
doubt, intemperance had much to do with 
| Marwood’s death, as he had of late years 
been much addicted to strong drink. 

HOW HE BECAME HANGMAN, 

The way in which Marwood became nang- 
man is interesting. Twelve years ago, when 
Caicraft was retired, Marwood went betore . 
the Government Medical Department and 
asked for the position, saying that 
he had a system by which he 
could cause instantaneous death to the 
condemned, and being quite an anatomical 


his system was superior to Calcraft’s, and he 
was given the place. When Caleraft was 
public executioner he used a rope but three 
feet long, and when he had drawn the 
bolt it was his custem to seize the hang- 
ing man’s legs and swing on them until

erimson,” if not “in the purple,’ and found 
his black patrimony in the ax, the visor, and 
the block bequeathed to him by his “ sire,’’ 
In Italy, Spain, and Russia executioners were 
very often criminals who had been absolved 
punishment on the condition 
that they should devote the remainder of 
their lives to taking away in cold blood the 
‘lives of the wretches doomed by the law to 
death. In Englend, however, the hangman 
has always been a free agent—has of his own 
free will adopted his horrible eraft. Nobody 
ever coerced Derrick, 
Ketch, Cheshire, Caleraft, or his successot 
inte turning hangman, The selection of 
their odious office by these men and their 
congeners has always been a matter ot dé- 
liberate choice; and, with the exception of 
the early eighteenth-century Jack Ketch— 
not by any means the Dennis in Dickens“ 
“Barnaby Rudge,” who was so uilifortunate 
as to get himself hanged at Tyburn fer rob- 
bery—most of the London hangmen whose 
names have come down to our times have 
exercised during a long course of years 
their grim functions, and have died at a 
ripe old age without in any way mani- 
festing their dislike of a trade which 
the majority of mankind regard as utterly 
abhorrent and detestable. No doubt the rites 
which the criminal law, as at present ad- 
ministered, suffers the hangman to perform 
on the bodies of his fellow-ereatures are 
very maimed ones when compared with the 
varied forms of torture and outrage in which 
he was formerly permitted to indulge. It is 
no longer his business to decapitate traitors, 
consume their intestines in the flames, and 
seethe their bleeding quarters in pitch prior 
to those grisly relics being displayed on the 
spikes of London Bridge and Temple Bar.
